Plunging  4,604,160  feet  straight 
• down  is  the  thrilling  record  of 
Sgt.  Ronald  J.  Colwell,  of  TABS, 
who  recently  re-enlisted  in  the 
Regular  Army  for  further  para-' 
Chute  duty  at  the  Airborne  School. 

The  unassuming,  33-year-old 
paratrooper  speaks  lightly  of  his 
accomplishment  of  plummeting 
872  miles  through  space  beneath 
the  fragile  silk  of  a parachute  in 
576  jumps.  His  eyes  have  that 
searching  glint  of  the  typical  hori- 
zon-chaser, and  when  he  speaks 
of  his  experiences,  his  voice  is 
deep  and  sure  with  a hint  of  eager-  J 
ness  to  be  off-on  the  high-road  for 
adventure. 

Tested  ’Chutes
